WINTER SPORTS BOOST 
GRAYLING’S REVENUES 


Thousands of visitors, attracted 
here by winter sports, this year 
are providing Grayling with a 
source of revenue which the city 
never before enjoyed. 

Ski jumps, toboggan slides and 
ice skating rinks have been built 
with relief labor during the past 
two years. A crew of 31 PWA 
workers is required to keep Win- 
ter Sports Park in condition and 


the men will have steady em- 
ployment as long as the cold 
weather lasts. 

Week-end “snow trains’ to 


Grayling have been placed in op- 
eration by the Michigan Central 
Railroad and last week ap- 
proximately 2,000 persons visited 
the park, Thousands of other 
persons are making the trip by 
automobile. 

“Until these winter sport facil- 
ities were made possible, Gray- 
ling had limited sources of rev- 
enue during the months after the 
deer hunting season closed,” says 
Martin Holland, WPA district di- 
rector. 

“Aside from the money brot 
in by the visitors, the merchants 
of the town are getting the ben- 
efit of the steady income of the 
WPA workers employed in the 
park.”

which eliminates the old-fashion- 
ed method of chinking between 


the logs. This tongue and groove 
being the weather strip, cut and 
tashioned into all Air Lock Logs. 
Tne manufacturing process 1n- 
ciudes also the making of all 
special cuts for building corners, 
partitions, gables and etc., which 
extensively decreases the amount 
of hand labor required to build 
the old type log structure and 
such cuts being accurately made, 
assures a tight and weather proof 
building, 

The judgment employed by the 
founders of this loc company 
has been borne out as reflected 
in their sales of Air Lock Log 
buildings during the past two 


years. During the summer of 
1935 it became necessary for 
them to temporarily suspend 


selling activities owing to the 
greater number of buildings sold 
than their production schedule 
would permit them to manu- 
facture. It might also be inter- 
esting to note that during our 
interview with Mr. Wright we 
learned that they have received 
inquiries from every State in the 
Union as well as from Alaska, 
the Philippine Islands and many 
points in Canada.

Grayling. Thew omce buuding 
is open to inspection and the 
jJatcn string 1s out to anyone in- 
lerested im seeing this unique 
puulding which has, aside trom 
a large comfortable living room 
with an attractive stone fire- 
piace, a commioaious kitchen and 
pedroom on the hrst tloor with 
a complete bathroom between 
them. The bathroom is an in- 
teresting feature of this build- 
ing in that it is equipped with a 
shower stall, the water being 
heated by a coil placed in the 
fireplace and piped to a hot 
water storage tank. This same 
coil serves where desired to ser- 


vice hot water radiators for 
heating purposes. 

From the living room, by 
means of a flight of log stairs 


you may go up to a mezzanine 
floor level where you will find 
two spacious sleeping balconies, 
one at the front of the building 
and one at the rear which are 
connected by a log’ runway 
which passes over the center of 
the living room. These sleeping 
balconies have been accomplish- 
ed without detracting from the 
beauty of the living room in that 
a studio effect has been main- 
tained and the under side of the 
main roof forms the ceiling of 
the living room with the rustic 
log rafters and log railings on 
the balconies at either side of- 
fering a truly appealing effect. 
Indirect lighting is the scheme 
employed throughout the build- 
ing which creates a subdued 
light effect that harmonizes with 
the surrounding logwork. The 
general heating is provided by a 
steam plant located in the base- 
ment.

Gate of the Tilinols Republicans 
for. the’ nomination for president, 
has .beefi one of the most widely 
traveled public men in the coun- 
try. Not only has he been in ev- 
ery state in the Unton, some of 
them many times, but his inter- 
views with the heads of govern- 
ments in Europe last year result- 
ed in a series of editorials in his 
newspapers on the trends of gov- 
ernoments at home and abroad 
which attracted both national and 
world-wide attention. 

He has been a sectional or na- 
tioha) figure in every nationa! po- 
litical campaign for a quarter of a 
century and in the past two years, 
in an effort to rouse Americans 
generally to the dangers he felt 
were fundamentai in the “new 
deal” policies, Knox has made 
speeches in more than half the 
states of the Union. As a result 
of this task undertaken, for ‘the 
in answer to specific 


invitations for his services. he 


-finds himself today projected into 


the political limelight in an honor- 


able, although personally  un- 
sought, manner. . 
Starting as a precinet party 


worker in Michigan in 1898, Frank 
Knox helped nominate and elect 
CHase Osborn as governor of that 
state and was state chairman of 
the state committee in 1910. That 
fight was made by progressive anri 
Nberal Republicans. with Oshorn 
and Knox in the lead, against mn. 
nopolies that were dominating the 
state, In 1912, feeling that ‘Presi- 
dent Taft had lost his popularity 
in the state, Knox declined to he- 
come Taft’s state manager and 
frankly told Mr. Taft he favored 
Theodore Roosevelt. 

When Theodore Rovseveli be 
came the candidate of the Progres- 
sive Party for president, Knox fol- 
lowed him, but at the same time 
got from Mr. Roosevelt a promise 
that the Progressive Republican 
state officers of Michigan should 
be renominated and only a Pro- 
gressive electoral ticket placed in 
the field by the new party in that 
state, As chairman of the state 
committee Knox called the state 
convention to order and was elect- 
ed its chairman. Thereupon Sen- 
ator Joseph M. Dixon of Montana, 
national chairman af the Roose-. 
velt campaign, to the utter aston- 
ishment of Knox, made a speech 
demanding the nomination of an 
entire : Progressive Party ticket 
from Governor down to constable. 
This was wholly contrary to 
Knox’s understanding with Roose- 
velt, but in a hasty conversation, 
Dixon insisted he was carrying out 
orders from Roosevelt given him 
in Oyster Bay a few days before. 

With characteristic honesty, Knox 
Promptly advanced to the rostrum 
and resigned both as chairman of 
the convention and as chairman 
of the state committee. He was 
followed to his room by party lead- 
ers who begged him to accept the 
nomination for Governor, but he 
refused. A year and a half later, 
when Theodore Roosevelt heard 
the facts he admitted he gave Dix- 
on the orders but added: “Frank, 
I forgot to except Michigan.” 

In 1916 Knox campaigned in New 
England for the election of Charles 
E. Hughes for president. He had, 
in the meantime, acquired a news- 
paper at Manchester, N. H., which 
he still owns. He did a like party 
service for Harding and for Coo- 
lidge, besides assisting in the nom- 
ination and election of numerous 
governors, senators, members of 
Congress, state and local officers. 
In 1912 President Taft made Knox 
a member of the Board of Indian 
Commisstoners. 

As general -manager of the 
Hearst chain of papers in 1928, 
Knox did not participate in the 
party politics of that year but his 
business interests took him into 
every section of the country. It ls 
noteworthy that Mr. Hearst that 


“year brought his newspapers to the 


support of the Republican ticket. 

In 1931 Frank Knox, In part- 
nership with Theodore T. Ellis of 
Worcester, Mass., bought The Chi- 
cago Daily News. When the panic 
of 1982..began Knox was -national 
chairman of. the drive ‘against the 
boarding of gold and, as such, vis 
ited many sections of the country. 
He was. strongly urged to accept 
the chairmanship of the Republl-

(By Congressman Roy O. 
Woodruff) 


An old time political field day 
occurred in the House of Rep- 
resentatives last week when the 
Independent Offices Appropria- 
tion Bill was under considera- 
tion. One of the items in the 
bill was an appropriation for the 
Reciprocal Trade Agreement 
activities, and this particular 
item aroused the ire and the 
violent opposition of the Re- 

ublican munority. 

I addressed myself to this is- 
sue, pointing out the shocking 
injury done to American agri- 
culture and the vast increase of 
agricultural commodities being 
imported to compete with our 
own products, which our own 
people should, of course, be per- 
matted to produce. 

1 called attention to what hap- 
pened in the case of butter a 
year ago, when during the frst 
two months and a haif of 1935, 
more than 23,000,000 pounds 
were brought in, theteby break- 
ing the market for the erican 
farmer and reduced his price 
far below the cost of production. 

I directed attention also to the 
fact that at this time there is 
another avalanche of butter on 
its way here from various coun- 
tries of the world, and that his- 
tory would repeat itself this year 
to the depression of the price of 
this valuable food commodity 
far below the cost of production 
to the American farmer. 

The members of the Democrat- 
ic Party have always insisted 
that the Republican Party does 
not believe in permitting foreign 
products to come into this coun- 
try. They have been so persist- 
ent in this opinion that the pub- 
lic generally have been led to 
believe that our tariff rates have 
been so high as to exclude in a 
very large degree the products 
of the foreign producer.

markets they now have througn 
our Iree 11st, a tree market aiso 
1or the things which we proauce 
in this country.

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Fewer Drivers Mislay Licenses 

There are two ways to lose op- 
erators’ licenses in Michigan— 
just as there are in all other 
slates having operators’ license 
jaws. One is to have your 
iucense revoked or suspended by 
order of a court or other com- 
petent authority, but the com- 
monest method 1s merely to mis- 
aay it. 

With the current public at- 
tention on safety, revocation and 
suspension of licenses are on the 
increase in Michigan, but it is 
worthy of noting ‘that the per- 
centage of licensed drivers who 
10se their licenses by pure absent- 
mundedness or accident, is get- 
uug smaiter ail the time. 

Luring the first ten months of 
1934, when a total of 443,228 ap- 
plications tor operators’ licenses 
were grantea, 15,426 persons who 
had lost thew licenses, applied 
ior duplicates to replace their 
tosses. It meant that for every 
1,000 new applications, 30 ap- 
pucations for auplicates were re- 
ceiveu. In the first 10 months of 
1935, when successful applica- 
tions for licenses jumped to 606,- 
747, an increase of nearly 37 
percent, the number of duplicates 
issued was only 15,036, which 


(meant that for every 1,000 new 


licenses, applications for 
24 duplicates were being 
ceived. 

License applications jumped 
nearly 37 percent; applications 
for duplicate licenses increased 
only about 20 percent. 

The percentage of chauffeurs 
(inciuding all drivers of com- 
mercial motor vehicles) who mis- 
lay their licenses, is negligible.
